REMARKS 

Claims 1-31 of the above referenced application are pending. Claims 11-14, 16 and 19 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sullivan et al U.S. Pat. No. 
4,865,200 ("Sullivan"). Claims 1-10 and 24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sullivan, in view of Wood, U.S. Pat. No. 3,221,872 ("Wood"), Cadillac, et al 
U.S. Pat. No. 2,917,165 ("Cadillac"), and Official Notice. Claims 15, 17, 18, 20-23 and 25-31 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sullivan. Reconsideration of 
this rejection of the claims is requested.
